
Tartars Tie 'Gundo; South, North in Upset Losses

EL CAMINO BLASTS SAN DIEGO, 28-14
Spartans Outclassed by 
Underdog Aviation, 26-6

In a rags to riches football fairytale, Aviation pulled the rug out from under South 
High Friday night for an upset 26-6 victory to send the Pioneer League standings into 
a mad scramble with one week remaining in the season.

The Falcons completely dominated both offensive and defensive factions of the 
struggle which had oddsmakers favoring South by from 6 to 13 points.

Aviation was clobbered by 
the Spartans a year ago, 50-0. 

South was unable to move 
the ball, and looked unsure of 
itself on offense. Wingback 
Joe Austin, the league's lead­ 
ing point man, and one of the 
top ball carriers in the South 
Bay area, was completely bot­ 
tled up and gained only 34 
yards for the evening.

SOUTH'S multiple   offense 
rendered nothing.

Austin was held to just three 
yards in the first half, when 
Aviation led 6-0 as the result 
of a poor punt and a one yard 
burst l>y fullback Earl Thomp­ 
son.

Aviation, typical of its play 
all year, laid back and played 
"wait for the break" football.

The Falcons were handed 
two beautiful chances on a sil­ 
ver platter, and cashed both 
for an easy win and a second 
place tie in the standings with 
South. Both schools have 4-1 
records.

Aviation's first TD was a 
gift, -coming after South's Joe 
Austin punted straight up from 
the end zone for only five 
yards net to the South six.

South gave the Falcons their 
second TD on the first seties 
of the second half. A 4th and 
nine bloop pass was picked off 
and returned to set up a one 
yard TD plunge, and from 
there it was all Aviation. Two 
other pass interceptions netted 
insurance TDs for Aviation.

The handwriting was on the 
wall early in the second period, 
when South marched to the 
Aviation seven and couldn't 
score. A penalty and three 
straight losses pushed South 
back to the 35.

Aviation had only seven 
firsts. South made 11. But the 
Spartans completed only three 
of 12 pass attemps, and had 
three intercepted, two for TDs, 
on 22 and 46 yard returns.

15 Fatalities 
In Football 
At Mid-Season
rectly associated with foot­ 
ball during the 1959 season 
reported in the mid-season 
prelimonary figures released 
today by the Committee on 
Injuries and Fatalities of the 
American Football Coaches 
Asociation. This compares 
with 12 fatalities reported 
to the same date (Nov. 6) 
last year.

Dr. Floyd R. Easlwood, 
Dean of Student Activities 
at Los Angeles State College 
and chairman of the Com­ 
mittee, pointed out that, on 
the basis of investigations 
which have been possible to 
date, 13 of the 15 deaths 
were the result of injuries 
to the head and spine area. 
Cause of death in the other 
two cases reported has not 
been determined. None of 
the deaths reported have 
been due to internal in­ 
juries.

By classifications, three of 
the deaths occured in sand- 
lot football, three in semi- 
pro, six in high school and 
three in, the colleges. 
These studies of football 

fatalities and their causes 
this special committee of the 
American Football Coaches 
Association since 1931. The 
records show only 1.537 di­ 
rect fatalities per 100,000 
participants in the sport in 
the high schools, and 2.165 
direct fatalities per 100,000 
in the colleges.

The results of these stud­ 
ies of football fatalities have 
contributed to improved 
equipment construction and 
rul« modifications.
